—The body of a colossal rhinoceros 


WM recently found in Siberia, a county 
moat rich in gigantic fossil*. Like the 
mammoth washed ashore by the Lena 
River in 1799, it is remarkably well pre- 
prewrved, the (kin being unbroken and 
covered with long hair. 


—After a cruise of a few months in the 


South Pacific Ocean, a French man-of- 
war was recently found to have specimens 
of living coral growing upon its hull, 
which interesting discovery has thrown 
some light on the question of the rapidity 
of growth of corals. The evidence tends 
to show that the vessel on passing a reef 
<if the Oambier Islands, against which it 
rubbed, had picked up a young Fmigia, 
which adhered to the sheathing of the 
ship, and grew to the size and weight it 
had when observed—a diameter of nine 
inches and a weight of two and one-half 
pounds—in nine weeks. 


—An Australian correspondent fur- 


nishes interesting proof of the provident 
and far-seeing instinct of bees. Last 
year the drought in New South Wales 
was of long duration, and the denizens of 
the apiaries suffered much from it. This 
»ear the bees have made provision against 
ii similar emergency by filling a large 
number of the external cells in every hive 
with pure water instead of honey. It is 
believed that the instinct of the insects 


1 uads them to anticipate a hot summer and 
to provide ngaint it. 


—By means of newly-improved im- 


proved puoipi, it is possible to secure a 


> acuum so neary perfect that a given space 
will contain not more than the hundred- 
millionth of it normal quantity of air. 


—The Journal de Physique—long edi- 


ted by M. d'Almeida, lately deceased— 
narrates this interesting episode : During 
Hie investment and siege of Paris by the 
German armies in 1870-71 M. d'Almeida 
took a prominent part in certain attempts 
to reestablish telegraphic communication 
butween Paris and the provinces, using 
tiie River Seine as a conductor. 
This 


suggestion originated with M. Bourbouze 


(<>f galvanometer fame), who was, after 
tlie war, created a chevalier for his sug- 
gestion. It was proposed to send power- 
iul currents into the River Seine from 
b-itterics at the nearest available point 
outside the German lines, and to receive 
in Paris, by delicate galvanometers, from 
the river such a portion of these currents 
as might not have leaked into the earth. 
A fler some preliminary experiments, it 
n a» decided to make the attempt, and 
accordingly on Dec. 17,'1870, M. d'Al- 
moida was despatched by balloon to the 
piovinces in order to try to establish this 
novel mode of telegraphy without wires.

TEMPEBAHOE TOPICS. 


—Dr. Howard Crosby's recent address 


upon temperance has been the subject of 
an unprecedented amount of reviewing 
and severity of criticism, not only from 
the organs of the temperance societies, 
but particularly from the religious jour- 
nals. Rev. Theo. L. Cuyler says, in the 
Ne.v York Independent: 


' 'Joseph Cook has built a Monday morn- 


ing pulpit in Boston, which is visible over 
the whole continent and across the sea. 
In that pulpit he has struck some sturdy 
and unanswerable blows in favor of pro- 
hibitory 
legislation 
against tippling- 


houscs and in favor of the principles and 
practice of total abstinence from all in- 
toxicants. During his absence in Europe 
his lecture committee have admitted to 
his pulpit my genial and eloquent friend, 
Chancellor Crosby, who has opened his 
broxdsides against nearly every position 
which Mr. Cook has taken upon the sub- 
ject of temperance. If that pulpit is to 
become, like certain clubs in Boston, the 
theatre of 'free discussion,' then I submit 
that they might as well invite Prof. Hux- 
ley to assail Mr. Cook's positions on evo- 
lution, or Col. Ingersoll to assail his views 
on the inspiration of the Word and the 
doctrine of atonement. 


"One of the most remarkable things 


about Dr. Crosby,s discourse is its title. 
He calls it a "Calm View of the Temper- 
ance Question,' and then dashes into a 
healed tirade against the 'wild radicalism 
of teetotalers,' whom he denounces as fa- 
natics, as unmanly, as twisters of Scrip- 
ture, as radical agitators, and as infatu- 
ated defenders of a system that is utterly 
impracticable and is ' increasing the 
drunkenness in the land!' If my friend 
utters all this when he is calm, what 
might we expect from him if he were ex- 
cited ? When I reached the following 
sentence in his discourse, I was inclined 
to name it a 'comical view of temper- 


ment of God; but, in the meantime, our 
New York brother has ministered rare 
comfort to drinkers and liquor-producers, 
and that is to be sorely regretted."

lied upon to detect any restoration or 
tampering with old paintings. 
On re- 


cently exam'ning the first proof of a well- 
known Madonna, in the British National 
Gallery, the photographer observed a dis- 
figuring blur over the forehead. 
No 


such blur was discernible in the original 
except upon close inspection with the aid 
of n magnifying glass. The microscopic 
ex iminatiou showed that the restorer had 
repaired some casual damage with 
skill that reproduced the color and the 
texture of the painter: but he had not 
used the same pigments, and this was in- 
stantly detected by the subtle chemistry 
of light. 


—Recent investigations have shown 


the depth of the ocean between latitudes 
sixty degrees north and sixty degrees 
south to be nearly three miles, or 2500 
fathoms. The greatest depth which has 
been ascertained by sounding is five miles 
anil a quarter, or 4,620 fathoms, and oc- 
curs in the Northwest Pacific 
Ocean. 


This represents a thickness of the water 
layer nearly equal to the height of the 
loftiest known mountain. 


—The effect of alloying certain metals 


with certain other metals is quite remark- 
able. The presence of one-twentieth of 
one per cent of lead in standard gold will 
render a bar an inch thick so brittle that 
it may readily be broken by a slight rap 
with a hammer.

One of 
his severest indictments against the advo- 
cates of total abstinence v is the bitter- 
ness and severity of ti>oir invectives 
against those differing wit'i them in opin- 
ion; l>ut nothing could exceed the con- 
tempt which the doctor expressed for 
those who dare to hold a different inter- 
pretation from himself of certain passa- 
ges of Scripture—albeit some of them 
are his peers in Biblical scholarship—and 
views at variance with his own opinion of 
the nature and effects of wine and fer- 
mented liquors. This heat to which he 
refers, and which he exhibits, arises from 
a partially sanctified human nature; and 
Dr. Crosby certainly is one of the legiti- 
mate descendants of Adam.

lately over the drift and had lodged against 
some forest trees where it proposes to re- 
main until summer.

From 
one cut three hundred and twenty-four 
thousand cubic yards of snow were taken 
but in eight hours the wind had piled it 
up full again. Nine separate trains ol 
cars with an average of seventy-live work- 
men each cleared the way between Chi- 
cago and Elgin, one day. 'Nino thousand 
men have been employed from time to 
time during the winter as shoveleis.

A raw wound ABOUT IRELAND. 


We in\ ite attention to an article else- 


where, taken from the London Buililiny 
and Enginteriiui Times, on the homes of 
the Irish farmers, and the mystery is 
lifted from much of thedifficxilty between 
tenant and landlord in that unhappy 
Island. And there is also much reason 
for the sympathy expressed for the suffer- 
ing tenantry among the many of this 
country, who know full well the tales of 
their suffering are all, alas ! too true. 


The condition of things there existing 


in that beautiful, fruitful gem of the sea, 
whose people are frugal, industrious, chiv- 
alrous and brave, are all due, of course, 
to the condition of vassalage imposed by 
Great Britain, but the hardest of all 
blows upon this people by England was 
the destruction of their industries through 
the dogma of Free Trade. As year after 
year goes by, the condition of the Irish 
people IMS been growing worse and worse, 
family ties broken, and the home for- 
saken, to become a wanderer or emigrant 
to a strange land, or remaining to starve. 
Those wtio have come hither (and they 
are much the larger number,) have inva- 
riably prospered and succeeded in life. 
If they have not, it has been their own 
fault. And it is not unnatnral that this 
expatriation has caused in the breast of 
every Irishman hatred of England, and a 
desire to do her harm, expressed mainly 
in the effort to stir up insurrection, and 
carry on an internecine warfare.

WASHINGTON, March 22,1881. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—Since the events 


of last week, which virtually settled the 
question of the organization of the Senate, 
but little interest has been taken in the 
proceedings of tliat body. The indica- 
tions are that the members will now get 
down at once to the business before them, 
which is the consideration of the Presi- 
dent's nominations, and adjourn. It has 
been two years since I was present at a 
meeting of the Senate. 
The terms of one 


third of the members have expired in that 
time. Not quite that proportion of new 
members have been elected, but there is 
a striking absence of some very familiar 
faces. 
Blame, Thurtnan, Wallace, Car- 


penter, Uamlin and Zack Chandler are 
among the missing, and it seems strange 
not to see them in their accustomed 
places. 
The new Senate is gradually 


filling up with graduates from the lower 
House. Conger, Hale, Frye, Platt, of 
New York, and Hawley, are the ^most 
prominent among those recently promoted. 
It is noticeable how quiet they remain. 
It is nearly always so in the case of new 
Senators. 
Their first session is generally 


confined 
to voting and to committee 


work. Elaine's case is the only exception 
I can call to mind. He is so irrepressi- 
ble that he could not withstand the temp- 
tation to badger his old opponent of the 
House, Ben Hill, and by some of the ven- 
erable Senators who always carried an ex- 
tra amount of dignity around with them, 
the advent of Blaine, of Maine, into the 
Senate was looked upon with something 
of the consternation that the proprietor 
of the china shop felt when the historical 
bull came prancing in. 
Blame, however, 


is now removed to another sphere of ac- 
tion where there is ample opportunity for 
shaking up mock dignity in all parts of 
the world. In alluding to Blame's case, 
as exceptional, I have not forgotten that 
"Mahone, of Virginia," made himself 
conspicuous at the first session of the 
Senate he attended, but it was not his 
choice. He had no other course after Ben 
Hill's tirade but to defend himself, but 
it will be remembered that he apologized 
for coming forward so soon after his ad- 
mission to take part in a political discus- 
sion. 
Mahone, as everybody now knows, 


is not one of the giants of the land, as far 
as stature is concerned, but in practical 
results his 95 pounds avoirdupois over- 
balanced the 375 pounds of flesh and bones, 
known as David Davis, and "readjusted" 
the Senate in a manner which causes the 
Democratic heart grievous soreness. If 
Senator double D could have divided 
himself into 95 pound portions, his inde- 
pendence would have amounted to some- 
thing, nud although 
an organization 


would have been effected, which ho con- 
sidered in many ways bud, he would have 
taken a long stride toward becoming 
Hancock's successor, as standard bearer 
of the Democracy. 


Mahone, although not calculated by his 


personal appearance to attract attention, 
has a striking looking he-id and physiog- 
nomy.

manages on this to sustain himself, his 
wife, and seven children. The farm-house 
has two rooms, both literally on the ground 
floor, for like most of such houses the 
only flooring is mother earth beaten down 
by the tread of bare feet. 
Cleanliness of 


floor,as understood by English housewives, 
is simply impossible in such places. 
A 


sort of birchen wisp is used for roughly 
sweeping it. 
In too many cases it is 


strewn continuously with potato peelings 
and other refuse. It was not so here. 
The clay floor was as decent as such a 
floor might be. The walls of the house 
are built of rough stones and very thick. 
Two or three feet is a common thickness 
of wall in such places. In this respect 
the Irish cottier is better lodged than 
the renter of a London suburban villa. 
The thatch also being very thick, and the 
window very small and deeply recessed in 
the thick wall, the protection from the 
outer climate is sufficient. In every other 
respect these tenements are deplorable, 
and utterly disgraceful to the men who re- 
ceive rentals for them. I speak of Ire- 
land generally, never forgetting that some 
estates are nobly exceptional with tenant 
farmers living in floored cottages that are 
actually fit for human habitation. These, 
however, are but few. Under a mas- 
sively built chimney was a hearth on which 
was blazing a large peat fire, above which 
was suspended by a chain an iron c.uildron 
containing potatoes. 


Presently supper was ready, and the 


banquet was laid by simply spreading a 
cloth on a rough oblong table and turning 
out upon it the contents of the cauldron. 
The family picked up the potatoes one by 
one in their fingers, tore off the skins 
rather deftly, dipped one side of each in 
a heap of salt and ate it. This went on 
till all were satisfied ; the remainder was 
then carefully mashed in an oblong trough 
and served to the pigs. Varied with 
little boiled cabbage, such is the food ol 
these poor creatures day by day for weary 
weeks and months and years. They pro- 
duce other food, fine fat poultry, rich 
pork and bacon, delicate veal, butter ane 
eggs, but these are sent to England, and 
their produce pays the rent, the residua 
cabbages and potatoes feeding the men 
women, and pigs.

Among the names sent last week to the 


Senate for confirmation, were Dr. William 
B. Baker, for Postmaster at Bristol, Pa., 
and Stanley Matthews, of Ohio, for the 
Supreme Bench.

jection to Dr. Baker, and although he is 
not an Ohio man, he will no doubt be con- 
firmed, but it

Stanley Matthews, even if he does hail 
from Ohio.

They offered me a "lift," which being 
rather foot-sore I accepted, but in mount- 
ing the vehicle was warned to be careful 
of the rifles, as they were loaded and on 
full cock, in accordance with regulations. 


What regulationsV I exclaimed; and 


was then informed that a man had been 
shot and an agent wounded, the district 
proclaimed, and evictions were to be ex- 
ecuted forthwith. 
At the end of my lift 


where o\ir roads parted the hospitable po- 
lice officers told me how to find the cav- 
ern, and where I might lodge for the 
night in the village of B-urncourt.

walked to Burncourt, found the grocer's 
shop,indicated t>y the constables, but i» 
spite of a furious storm of rain and thun- 
der and lightning was refused admittance. 
Then I tried a little sheebaen with the 
same result, tried to hire a car for Mitch- 
elstown, but none was to be had. For 
the first and only time in Ireland I was a 
houseless stranger that nobody would 
shelter OT assist. A well-dressed man 
drove past me in a car; I asked to shaf e 
it with him, and he replied with an oath. 
AH were thinking of the 
miserable 


wretches who on the .morrpw were to be 
torn from their homes, the homes of their 


Land Leigue advocates the former. 


In the room with the blazing fire were 


two beds against one wall—one bed for 
the mother and father, the other for the 
boys. The room beyond was the girls' 
bed-room, and v ry small. At first glance 
the dirt-paved floor seemed to give its 
character to all the rest, but after I hac 
rested awhile, hid became accustomed to 
the gloom, and could fairly take in the 
details, there were evidences of a melan- 
choly struggle for cleanliness and de- 
cency. On the rough shelves were some 
cups and plates and a teapot, all displayed 
as dainty ladies exhibit their costly Wedg- 
wood. There were some poor ornaments 
and an American clock. The bedding, 
though unbleached and very coarse, was 
clean, and to maintain its cleanliness a 
simple device was used. • The family had 
one pair of slippers. The girls went first 
to bed, one by one, each washing her feet 
in a large bucket of water, then putting 
on the slippers walked in them to the 
bedside, to avoid the touch of the clay 
floor. The next fetched the slippers and 
did the same. Then the boys similarly 
retired to a sort of tressle that the mother 
had extemporized in order that I might 
occupy their bed. 
The father and mother 


retired last. By the side of each bed was 
a square piece of wood, kept scrupulously 
clean. This was the poor substitute for 
carpet, upon which each one trod after 
the washing of feet, and the casting off of 
the family pair of slippers. 


No pigs were allowed in this cottage, 


as they are in too many. The poor far- 
mer had built a pig-sty for decency's 
sake with his own hands and of stone of 
his own hewing, but of course it was in- 
cluded in the next revaluation, and he had 
to pay addititional rent for it. In Ire- 
land one of the "rights of property" is 
that of appropriation by the landlord of 
every tree the tenant plants, and every 
addition his industry may give to the 
market value of the land. 
I have said 


that this house and its inhabitants are su- 
perior specimens of the condition of Irish 
farm-housed and Irish farmers. 
This 


may be understood by the fact that next 
morning, on visiting the National School 
at Skeenarinky, I found one of the daugh- 
ters engaged in teaching there. 


There is another class of hovel far in- 


ferior to this—the ground plan square, or 
in some cases rudely circular, with a 
thatch on the top, and only one room, in 
which pigs and bipeds live together. 
These are simply horrible, so much so 


•The traffic arrangement recently com- 


peted between the Baltimore nnd Ohio 
ind Pennsylvania Railroad Companies is 
temporary "only and may be terminated i 
on brief notice by either company. The j 


ontract embraces both freight and pas- 
senger traffic of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, which for the present will be i 
run over the New York division of the j 
Pennsylvania. 
This arrangement will 


je continued until the completion of the 
new line from Baltimore to Philadelphia 
which the Baltimore and Ohio Company 
intends to build. Immediately after the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company secured 
control of the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore road Vice President Gar- 
rett, of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, 
bought the bulk of the stock of the Dela- 
ware Western Road. It is the intention 
of the company to organize companies un- 
der the general railroad laws of Maryland I 
and Pennsylvania to build the proposed 
railroad. It is understood that in Penn- 
sylvania advantage will be taken of the 
Philadelphia and Reading charter, which 
is said to be very liberal. 
Meanwhile the 


Pennsylvania Railroad Company made 
overtures of peace to the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company, offering to resume sub- 
stantially the relations which had pre- 
viously existed between the two compa- 
nies. 
It is said that Mr. Garrett tele- 


graphed the condition of affairs to his 
father, who is in Kuropc, and that he re- 
ceived in reply instructions to announce 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad his inten- 
tion to build an independent line to Phil- 
adelphia ; that in any negotiations for a 
traffic arrangement with the 'Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad the basis of the agreement 
must be the fact that the Baltimore and 
Ohio would build such a line. The ar- 
rangement made by the two companies 
was in accordance with these instructions. 
The contract is temporary, although is is 
understand that more favorable terms 
were offered by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in case the arrangement could be made 
permanent. 


— The new prohibition law of Kansas 


is meeting with the strongest opposition 
from a quarter whence trouble was proba- 
bly least expected. The law absolutely 
forbids the use of wine in the sacrament, 
punishing the minister who so administers 
the sacrament with two years imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, and shutting up the 
church itself as a public nuisance, accord- 
ing to the interpretation of the- Rev. Dr. 
Beatty, rector of the Episcopal Church at 
Lawrence. Last Sunday that clergyman 
administered the sacrament as usual, re- 
gardless of the consequence, having pre- 
viously announced to the congregation 
his determination so to do. lie said: "we 
are willing to render unto Ctesar the 
things which are Caesar's, but we will still 
give to God the things that are His. 
I say, as did Peter,' Judge ye whether 
we should obey men rather than God.' Of 
one thing you may be assured, we 
never recognize for a moment the at- 
tempt of human legislation to destioy the 
great sacrament of the Christian church." 
It is probable that the Rev. Dr. Beatty's 
action will be imitated by other clergymen 
and the result is hard to predict. It will 
be argued that the State cannot permit 
the prohibition law to be openly violated 
by clergymen without arousing a storm 
of opposition from those to whom its 
enforcement is a pecuniary loss, and, on 
the other hand, that to consign the Rev. 
Dr. Beatty to prison and close his church 
as a nuisance, would place sharp weapons 
in the hands of those who want to see the 
new law hewn down root and branch.

BomrtiA ic AUX POMMES DE TERRE.— • 


Take, a lajrgc and tender steak, bone it, 
and Icatfer over it bit* of butter, salt 
and pepper, md a little sage and finely 
chopped onions Over that spread a thick 
cushion of masked potato well seasoned 
with salt, freih butter, and a very little 
milk. Roll up the steak with the potato 
inside and fasten the side and the ends 
with skewers 
Put the steak in a baking 


pan with a large cupful of stock or gravy 
and let it took slowly, basting like a 
chicken.

land of Juan Fernandez, which De Foe 
has made immortal as the scene of the 
adventuaes of Robinson Crusoe, was some 
time since leased by tho Chilian govern- 
ment, to uhich it belongs, to a man 
named Von llodt, the son of a Protestant 
clergyman at Berne, Switzerland. The 
career of Von Rodt has been almost as 
adventurous us that of Crusoe- himself, and 
in that respect he is worthy to be the 
successor of ] >e Foe's hero. At the age 
of 21 Von Rodt entered the Austrian ser- 
vice as Lieutenant of Cuirassiers, and 
fought valiantly during the campaign of 
1866, receiving at Nachod a wound so 
severe that lie was obliged to quit the 
service. After the termination of the 
war he went to live at Paris on a small 
pension aliened him by the Austrian 
government. 
When the rranco->Prussian 


war broke out he enlisted in a French 
regiment of the lino and distinguished 
himself by hi<< bravery at Champigny. In 
1871 he emigrated to Chili, and engaged 
in trade with so much success that he was 
able to lease the island of Juan Fernandez. 
He purchased a steamer and transported 
thither a small colony of agriculturalists. 
He raises on the island cattle and vegeta- 
bles, which he sells to the whalers that 
rerictual there. He governs his subjects 
after the fashion of Crusoe, distributing 
to them rations in person and keeping a 
patriarchal e\ e on their morals and educa- 
tion. His affairs prosper marvellously, 
and he ha* already succeeded in putting 
in cultivation more than the half of the 
island.— CoiunerdesEtiits Uitis.

They are both 


situated on the North Sea, and the mes- 
sage was first fent from Peterhead by 
cable under the sea to Egersund, Nor- 
way, 
and translated into 
Norwegian. 


Thence it was despatched by Arendal to 
Christianin, and from the Norwegian cap- 
ital to Gothenburg, in Si^eden. From 
Gothenburg it w as forwarded to Newcas- 
tle, where it was again translated into 
English, and then returned to Aberdeen 
by way of Edinb irgh, six hours after leav- 
ing 1'eterhead.
